1.1 Applicant argues that the referenced prior art does not disclose the retrieval of authentication information via physical access to a 

printer. 

The Eldridge ( 6,515,988 ) prior art and Goffinet ( 6,112,256 ) prior art combination discloses the additional feature of the retrieval 
of authentication Information via physical access to a printer control panel. A control panel for a printer system and the manipulation 
(i.e. retrieval or input) of authorization and authentication information via a printer control panel is a standard and an obvious feature. It 
would be an obvious idea to give an existing invention the additional capability to retrieve authentication information via a printer control 
panel, therefore, the combination of Eldridge and Goffinet is an obvious decision. This combination extends the capabilities of the 
Eldridge printing system. The authentication information can be retrieved when physical access to the printer is available and used at a 
later time from a remote access location. It does not matter that the authentication information can also be retrieved utilizing remote 
access. The capability to retrieve the information utilizing physical access is enabled by the prior art combination and satisfies the claim 
limitation. . 
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
